filed complaints charging them 
with kidnaping under the so-called 
Lindbergh law. 

One of them was seriously 
wounded when he attempted to 
evade arrest, 

VIC’TI.MS BOUND 

District Attorney Anderson said 
today that, in all probability he 
would demand the death penalty 
for Otis James Meridieth and John 
Couch. Officers said they appar¬ 
ently kidnaped Miss Peggy Gross 
and Daniel Cox Fahey, jr., in St. 
Louis early Saturday only for the 
use of their car to flee the St. 
Louis area, where they were "hot.” 

The victims were found near 
Champlin, Minn., Saturday night 
bound with wire and gagged. 
Fahey, an architect, told authori¬ 
ties he had been struck in the face 
with a gun butt. The law provides 
the death penalty in cases where 
I victims are harmed. 

SERIOUSLY WOUNDED 

Meridieth was seriously wound¬ 
ed as he attempted to flee when 
sheriffs and federal men surprised 
him and Couch at the home of 
Charles Root, Merldieth’s father- 
in-law, 45 miles north of Grand 
Rapids. He was taken to a Grand 
Rapids jail under guard.

’TUI/SA, Okla. tff)—An increase 
of 36,469 barrels daily in the 
crude oil production of the Uni¬ 
ted States, bringing the average 
to 3,350,970 barrels i'dally for the 
week ending Aug. 13, was report¬ 
ed today by the Oil and Gas Jour¬ 
nal. 

Oklahoma had an increase of 
16,675 barrels daily and an aver¬ 
age of 439,575, East Texas de¬ 
creased 100 barrels dally to 440,- 
000 and the total state of Texas 
showed a decrease of 3749 barrels 
daily for an average of 1,388,044. 

In Louisiana production de¬ 
clined 4695 barrels to 256,025, Cal¬ 
ifornia registered an increase of 
21,350 to 7672,500 and Kansas 
showed an increase of 13,475 bar¬

CIO LEADERS 


IN WRANGLE 


WASHINGTON. (Ab—Presiden¬ 
tial praise of Rep. David J. Lewis 
(D., Md.), as a social security 
pioneer received general interpre¬ 
tation today as a boost for his 
campaign to unseat Senator Mil¬ 
lard Tydings. 

Mr. Roosevelt referred to Lewis 
last night at the end of a radio 
speech advocating extension of the 
social security act, which the 69- 
year-old legislator helped draft. 

"I thank publicly, as I have so 
often thanked them privately," 
the President said, "four men who 
have had long and distinguished 
careers in the public service— 

“Congressman David J. Lewis of 
Maryland, who is known as one 
of the American pioneers in the 
cause of social security; Senator 
Robert F. Wagner of New York, 
who also was long its advocate; 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi 
and Congressman Doughton of 
North Carolina, who carried the 
bill successfully through the sen¬ 
ate and the house of representa¬ 
tives. 

"They deserve and have the 
gratitude of all of us for this serv¬ 
ice to mankind!" 

FURTHER AID EXPEC'TED 

Mention of the quartet occa¬ 
sioned widespread surprise, be¬ 
cause White House aides had said 
during the week-end that Mr. 
Roosevelt would not name names 
in the brief address. Inclusion of 
Harrison aroused especial interest 
among politicians here, for he led 
a fight against administration tax 
provisions last spring. 

Senator Wagner, who like Lewis 
is a staunch Roosevelt supporter, 
reaches the end of his term this 
year. It has been assumed he wdll 
seek renomination unless he is 
draf4ed to run for governor of 
New York. 

There was immediate specula¬ 
tion as to whether Mr. Roosevelt 
would extend further help to 
Lewds before the September pri¬ 
mary in Maryland. 

The verbal pat was similar to 
the technique the President em¬ 
ployed in Ohio and Arkansas for 
pro- administration candidates. 
Some administration advisers, 
however, are as eager for him to 
go into Maryland and attack Tyd¬ 
ings as directly as he did Senator 
j Walter F. George in Georgia. 

1 LEWIS FOLLOWS UP 

Lewis quickly followed up the 
President’s address with a radio 
speech of ,hla . own to Maryland 
voters. He criticized Tydings, 
whom Mr. Roosevelt had not men¬ 
tioned, for merely voting "pres¬ 
ent" when the senate passed the 
social security act. In fact, he 
added, Tydings had voted against 
22 "vital” administration mea¬ 
sures.” 

Senator Tydings did not refer to 
the President’s speech when he 
appeared later in the evening at a 
Democratic rally in Hagerstown, 
Md., but he predicted the 1939 
congress would make substantial 
revisions in the social security act. 

(It was the third anniversary of 
that law which occasioned the 
President’s address.) 

Mr. Roosevelt expressed the 
hope the next congress would ex¬ 
tend and improve the program, 
now limited to old age pensions 
and unemployment Insurance. He 
mentioned as possibilities the pro¬ 
vision of medical services, liber¬ 
alization of the old age Insurance, 
and inclusion of additional groups 
of citizens in the program. 

"What we are doing is good,” 
the President said, "but it is not 
good enough.”

SAYS TRUCKER 


LOS ANGELES. UPl—A truck 
owner’s story of being kicked and 
beaten by a union strongarm 
squad was recorded today at the 
trial of nine AFL teamster union 
leaders on charges of plotting 
labor terrorism. 

Norman Smith testified he was 
assaulted last November 3 by a 
gang of men headed by Dave 
Belanger, 230-pound union "check¬ 
er,” a defendant. 

"I was trying to back my truck 
up to a loading dock when 
Belanger stepped up and demand¬ 
ed to see my union card. I told 
him I didn't have one, as I owned 
my own truck,” said the witness. 

"I told him my registration card 
was where he could see it, but I 
refused to show him my operator's 
license. Then he opened the door 
of the truck and hit me. I pushed 
him away with my feet and got 
out, and he knocked me down and 
then a whole gang Jumped on me.” 

Prosecutors have asserted Bel¬ 
anger was imported from San 
Francisco for purposes of violence 
by Harry W. Dail, teamster or¬ 
ganizer, and Dexter Lewis, local 
union president, both of whom are 
on trial. 

Paul McKnight, confessed union 
slugger, yesterday finished his 
testimony that he beat non-union 
drivers, disliked members of his 
own union and rival unionists upon 
the implied orders of Lewis. 


Suit by Walter Atkinson, stock¬ 
holder in the tabloid weekly Santa 
Ana Independent, to oust Dan 
O'Neil as a director, was post¬ 
poned again today because Paul 
Wltmer, another director, will be 
busy on Aug. 25, the second sched¬ 
uled trial date. Trial now is set 
for Sept. 26. 

Atkinson filed suit against A. 
B. Berry, editor; O'Neil, the new

YOUTH DROWNS 
IN FALL FROM 
MERCY BOAT 

LITTLE CURRENT, Ont. (Ca¬ 
nadian Press.)—A desire to test 
dynamite, a friend said today, led

She was 
operated on last night and will re¬ 
cover, said surgeons at Mindemoya 
Red (iross hospital, 30 miles in the 
I interior of Manitoulin Island. 

I FRIEND TELLS STORY 

Miss Etta Gervin, a friend 
v/hom Mrs. Dodge called to the 
hospital, told the story of the ex¬ 
plosion as she said Mrs. Dodge 
related it: 

Dodge often had expressed a de¬ 
sire to determine if dynamite left 
by workmen at his Kagawong 
summer camp eight years ago still 
was in good condition. 

He selected a stick. Miss Gervin 
quoted Mrs. Dodge, and instructed 
a camp helper, Lloyd Bryant, 
"touch a match to it." The ex- 
, plo.sion followed, although the fuse 
should have burned for three min¬ 
utes, and a moment later came a 
second blast. 

Mrs. Dodge was showered with 
window glass and debris. Bryant 
was injured internally. 

HELPER .MAY DIE 

He also was operated on last 
night and may die. Another help¬ 
er, 21-year-old Frank Valiquette, 
was badly burned and cut but he 
dictated directions to fishermen to 
search for Dodge’s body before go¬ 
ing to the hospital.

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CITY TAX RATE UP 21 CENTS, SET AT $1.80 IN 1938-39 BUDGET 


162,1X10 TO BE 
REPAIR COST 
OE SEWER LINE 

A tax boost of 21 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation was in store 
for Santa Ana taxpayers today, 
foliowing first reading by the city 
council last night of an ordinance 
setting the 1938-39 city tax rate 
at $1.80 and adopting a budget 
calling for expenditures of $732,- 
$79 during the next fiscal year. 

The budget includes $.S)0,000 for 
Santa Ana’s share of the cost of 
recon.struction of the joint outfall 
sewer’s section one, and $12,000 
for repairs to the city-owned line 
across the Santa Ana river. 

Anticipated expenditures dur¬ 
ing the coming year are $36,000 
less than during 1937-38, when 
$768,576 was spent. Last year’s 
expenditures caused the council to 
virtually deplete the unbudgeted 
reserve by spending nearly $85,000 
more than actually was taken in 
during the year. 

The 19d8-39 budget makes no 
provision for additional employes 
or general salary increase.s. More 
than half the city’s expense, or 
$365,750, will be for salaries, and 
a $6500 increase in the .salary al¬ 
location is because only 11 months 
of the past year were affected by 
the 1937 pay increase, according 
to an explanatory report filed with 
the council by City Auditor Lloyd 
Banks. 

BOND FUNDS 

Of the $1.80 tax rate, 10 cents 
Is a fixed charge for redemption 
of defaulted 1915 bonds, and the 
remaining $1.70 is divided like 
this; 

Total operating funds, $1.15, in¬ 
cluding 57 cents for the general 
fund, 24 cents for the street and 
garage fund, four cents for the 
sewer department and 30 cents 
for the fire department. 

Si^cial funds, 341/2 cents, in¬ 
cluding three cents for the plan¬ 
ning commission, I 414 cents for 
the library and 17 cents for joint 
outfall .sewer maintenance. 

Interest and .sinking funds (in¬ 
cluding bridges, water, city hall, 
sewer, fire and street improve¬ 
ment bonds), 20',i cents. 
PROVISIONS LISTKD 

Main provisions of the budget: 

Salaries $365,750, compared with 
$359,231 last year; fixed charges 
(insurance, light, power, etc.), 
$143,32,5, compared with $73,,351.34 
last year; relief projects $6000, 
compared with $35,335.10 last 
year. 

Building $2500 this year, 
$1977.42 la.st year; water depart¬ 
ment $3000 this year, $4696.49 last 
year; repairs $5500 this year, 
$6673,91 last year; supplies $54,800 
this year, $51,961.99 last year; 
general government miscellaneous 
$18,150 this year, $18,766.07 last 
year; library $40,500 this year, 
$37,978.98 last year; maintenance 
of equipment $25,.500 this year, 
$23,883.51 last year, and joint out¬ 
fall sewer reconstruction $50,000 
this year, $15,450.95 last year. 

Full responsibility for the tax 
lncrea.se was laid to flood damage 
to the outfall sewer system, and 
Banks’ supplementary report in¬ 
dicated all other capital outlay 
expenditures were being deferred 
or curtailed "except where abso¬ 
lutely nece.ssary.’’ 

FIRE, WATER CUT 

"In view of this condition,” 
Banks said, "$44,621 was reduced 
from estimates submitted by de¬ 
partment heads." 

Heaviest curtailment in expen¬ 
ditures this year was in capital 
outlay for the water and fire de¬ 
partments. The water department, 
which spent $37,000 for equipment 
last year, was allowed only $17,.500, 
and the fire department, which 
spent $12,990 on capital outlay 
(including an $11,287 truck) dur¬ 
ing 1938-39, was given only $725. 

Only major increase in salary 
budgets was in the police depart¬ 
ment, which received $71,600, an 
Increase of nearly $5000, for extra 
personnel; no salary increases 
have been authorized, it was un¬ 
derstood. The salary allotment 
for the fire department, only 
other city department under civil 
service, was hiked from $64,218 to 
$66,600. 

The library fund was increased 
from $37,978.98 to $40,500, with 
salaries boosted from $24,964.63 
to $26,180; funds for new books 
going from $6354.95 to $7500 and 
funds for binding from $1505.16 
to $1700. 

^ Except for a cut from $.35,335 
to $6000 in WPA relief work, 
general government and city hall 
expenses remained essentially the 
same as last year. 

Although labor estimates were 
upped from $28,428 to $30,000 in 
the street department, the depart¬ 
ment’s total budget was cut nearly 
$4000 by the complete elimination 
of a budget allocation for new 
equipment; $3887 was spent for 
equipment last year. Salaries 
were boosted $4000 to take care of 
extra personnel in the garage de¬ 
partment. 

REVENUE DROPS 

Revenue counted on from sources 
other than taxation during the 
next year amounts to $315,750, 
compared with actual outside 
revenue of $320,630.35 last year. 
Heaviest source of revenue is from 
water sales, which grossed $154,- 
204.25 last year, are counted on 
for $155,000 this year. 

Other leading revenue items are 
business licenses $44,000 hoped for, 
compared with $43,098 last year;

Be Studied by Councilmen 


CITY ORDHTS JAYSEE ADDS 
PLANS FOR BIG RYE MEMBERS 
DRAIN SYSTEM TO FACULTY 


Fenelon, Friend of Jack 
London, Named in ‘Post’ 


Comprehensive study of a pro¬ 
gram to improve South Main street 
was ordered by the city council 
last night, as petitions signed by 
141 businessmen and property 
owners of the district were pre¬ 
sented, calling for a three-point 
program. 

The South Main street mer¬ 
chants, represented at the coun¬ 
cil meeting by Orson Hunter, are 
seeking that trees and shrubs be 
trimmed or cut out on grounds 
that they interfere with business, 
that street-light facilities be dou¬ 
bled and that a long-scheduled 
plan to widen the street be 
launched immediately. 

On motion of Ernest Layton, the 
council voted to accept the peti¬ 
tion and refer it for further study 
to the “council as a whole” for a 
report back at the next meeting. 


"Trees on South Main street 
hide the stores in a number of 
cases,” Hunter complained. “We 
depend on auto traffic, and we 
have no chance to attract normal 
business if prospective customers 
can’t see our display signs until 
they’re right in front of the store.” 

He also asked that 145-watt 
bulbs be put in both arms of the 
street light standards, citing the 
number of deaths directly traceable 
to faulty lighting as the chief rea¬ 
son for thus doubling the number 
of lights. At present, bulbs are 
located in only one arm of each 
street light on South Main street. 

The street widening. Hunter ad¬ 
mitted, was not exactly an emer¬ 
gency measure, but "we just want 
to go on record as opposing any 
attempt to use the gas-tax funds 
earmarked for South Main street 
in some other part of the city.” 


New Edison Co. Franchise 
Gives City $1000 More 


A brand new franchise for the 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany—under which the city gets 
more money, and the utility gets 
more security—was in the offing 
today, following adoption of a res¬ 
olution of intention to pass a fran¬ 
chise ordinance by city councilmen 
last night. 

The Edison company, under the 
state franchise act of 1937, applied 
for an indeterminate franchise 
that would last indefinitely to re¬ 
place the present 50-year franchise, 
which has only 10 more years to 
run. 

A public hearing on the fran¬ 
chise application was set for Oct. 
3, after which the ordinance will 


have its first reading. 

Division Manager R. E. Bacon 
and Attorney Gail B. Selig, appear¬ 
ing for the Edison company, ex¬ 
plained that the city will receive' 
2 per cent of the gross sales under 
the new franchise, or nearly $1000 
more than under the old setup. 
"The Edison company paid the city 
$2682.49 last year, and under the 
proposed franchise, we would have 
paid $3324.78,” Bacon said. 

Since payment for franchise 
rights under the new ordinance 
would be retroactive to the first 
of the year, Selig asked the coun¬ 
cil to include repeal of the old or¬ 
dinance when it adopts the new 
one. 


City Printing to Be Split; 
Low Firm Loses Advertising 


Competitive bidding became a 
figure-of-speech in the city coun¬ 
cil chambers last night, as coun¬ 
cilmen termed one bid “just an of¬ 
fer” for city printing, then accept¬ 
ed the highest of two bids for city 
adverti.sing. 

The printing "bid” was a letter 
signed by every printer in town 
requesting the city to divide up 
the printing, 

"It i.sn't a bid—it’s collusion,” 
City Attorney L. W. Blodget ruled. 


"but there doesn’t seem to be much 
to do but accept the printers’ of¬ 
fer.” 

For city advertising, the Orange 
County Reporter offered a 35- 
cents-an-inch rate and the Regis¬ 
ter Publishing company offered a 
55-cents-an-inch rate. The council 
elected to pay the 55-cent rate as 
the "lowest responsible bid in view 
of the extra circulation desired for 
advertisement of the new zoning 
ordinance and several hundred 
lots to be sold for taxes.”

Santa Ana’s assessed valuation 
will go up only $140,000 this year,

Auditor W. T. Lambert. 

The estimate, filed with the city 
council last night, .showed $24,- 
448 365 as the anticipated valua¬ 
tion for 1938-39. This year’s as¬ 
sessed valuation is $24,309,100.

A million-dollar long-range city 
storm drain program that has been 
the subject of conjecture among 
city councilmen for two years 
first saw the light of public airing 
last night when the council, with¬ 
out discussion, suddenly authorized 
City Engineer J. L. McBride to 
prepare plans and specifications. 

Councilman Joseph Smith moved 
that McBride be directed to pre¬ 
pare plans “covering a system of 
storm drains in Santa Ana,” and 
his fellow - councilmen promptly 
passed the motion. 

There is no idea of immediate 
construction on the program, city 
trustees admitted later. Viewing 
the storm drain project as a "de¬ 
sirable program for the future,” 
they indicated they merely want 
to get the plan in concrete form 
and to get an estimate of its total 
cost. 

Roughly, the program contem¬ 
plated would cost $750,000, includ¬ 
ing relining of Santiago creek 
from the Santa Ana boulevard to 
the Santa Ana river. 

The storm drain system, as ten¬ 
tatively conceived in council cau¬ 
cuses, would drain city storm 
water onto the Irvine gun club 
area, where it is understood a 
dam is being contemplated to hold 
the water. 

Major benefit from a storm 
drain program would be to protect 
the southwest part of town from 
getting runoff water from the rest 
of the city. 

The present master plan, as 
drafted in McBride’s office, in¬ 
cludes Santiago creek, the already- 
started drain down West Seven¬ 
teenth street to the river, and the 
following new main lines: 

On Daisy street from Fifth to 
Pine streets: on Flower street 
from Washington to St. Gertrude 
place, with the Daisy street line 
joining at Flower and Pine 
streets; on Bush and Cypress 
street from Washington to Delhi 
road, joining the Flower street 
line at Main and Delhi streets, 
then running out Dyer road and 
southwest to the gun club area; 
and a small line covering the 
eastern part of the city running 
down Hathaway street from 
Fourth to Chestnut and over to 
Cypress where it joins the Bush- 
Cypress street line.

A warning against leaning on is¬ 
sues in the 1938 gubernatorial 
campaign was soimded to local 
Democrats yesterday afternoon by 
Herbert C. Legg, Los Angeles 
county supervisor and candidate 
for governor.

Dr. Jaggar’s job is to record 
daily the activity of this and other 
volcanoes and of accompanying 
earthquakes, so that a better 
knowledge of their freakish nature 
may be gained. 


A more spectacular side of Dr. 
Jaggar’s work consists of bomb¬ 
ing volcanoes with charges of 
TNT when eruptions threaten to 
send flows of lava toward Hilo or 
other Hawaiian cities. 

In 1935 an Army bombing 
squadron, under Dr. Jaggar’s guid- * 
ance, dropped six tons of TNT into 
a lava flow, diverting it from the 
vicinity of Hilo.

CARNEGIE'S 


By ROBERT D. POTTER 

One does not need to go to the 
latest atomic research to encounter 
baffling happenings in nature. 
There ane paradoxes, yet unsatis¬ 
factorily explained, in even such 
seemingly simple things, as the 
rupture, or breaking, of materials. 

If you see one motor car towing 
another with a chain and see the 
■chain break in two it seems simply 
that the application of too great a 
force has caused the break. The 
rupture is across the chain and the 
force which we say “caused” it was 
at right angles to the plane of the 
rupture. Every elementary phys¬ 
ics textbook will back you up on 
this reasoning. 

But the matter may, or may not, 
be so simple. Prof. Percy W. 
Bridgman, Harvard’s profound 
scientist who studies the behavior 
of materials under extreme pres¬ 
sures, can throw some mental 
“sand” into your reasoning on this 
I point. 

Take one test which Prof. Bridg¬ 
man describes in the Journal of 
Applied Physics. Into a suitable 
I chamber he slides a rod of glass. 

through tight-fitting collars, and 
I leaves the two ends sticking out. 

I Then, by hydrostatic pressure, he 
! subjects the part of the rod inside 
' the box to high pressure. When 
the pressure is great enough the 
rod breaks crosswise as though you 
had pulled too strongly on the 
ends. 

Here is not a pull, but a push, 
which is applied not at right angles 
to the plane of the fracture but 
parallel to the plane. How would 
you explain that happening by the 
usual, simple concepts of force 
causing rupture? The answer is 
that you cannot. And thus we’ll 
leave you with the paradoxical 
statement of Prof. Bridgman that 
“A body does not break because 
there are unbalanced forces acting 
on the atoms, but there arc un¬ 
balanced forces acting on the atoms 
because the body breaks.” 

This leaves the situation about 
like the old question of the chicken 
I and the egg, but it does indicate 
that there is still plenty to learn 
about the more simple things. 
(Copyright. 1038. by Science Service) 
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NEW YORK—The case is incom- 
jlete, but the evidence to date in¬ 
dicates that radical opinion has 
fanged itself again in the case of 
the American Medical Assn. This 
organization, which has some of the 
qualities of a labor union, is con¬ 
demned for employing the same 
methods that are indorsed for use 
by unions of the C. I. O. and the 
A. F. L. It concerns itself with 
ethics and practices and has man¬ 
aged to build up a rather substan¬ 
tial public belief that doctors who 
do not belong to the association or 
one or more of its graduated sub¬ 
sidiaries are declasse. 

Its members may refuse to con¬ 
sult or otherwise cooperate with 
doctors who do not belong to the 
association or any of its subsidiar¬ 
ies, but they are not required to 
refuse. They may break through 
the barrier if, in their individual 
judgment, the non-union doctor is 
a qualified man. 

Favors Closed Shop 

For practical purposes, however, 
it may be said that the union is in 
favor of the closed shop and that 
the members boycott those who do 
not belong. The avowed intention 
is to enforce standards of educa¬ 
tion, conduct and skill for the pro¬ 
tection of the people, but the de¬ 
partment of justice charges that in 
Washington the union doctors have 
threatened to expel and thus de- 
class qualified men for reasons 
which have no bearing on their 
professional ability or methods. 

The department claims that doc¬ 
tors serving a group health asoci- 
ation composed of government em¬ 
ployes have been threatened with 
expulsion and that the same threat 
has been issued against members 
who even consult with the group 
doctors. Inasmuch as member¬ 
ship in the association or the least 
of its subsidiaries has come to be 
regarded as a certificate of profes¬ 
sional fitness, this action would 
damage the reputations of the ex¬ 
pelled men. 

Its extension would stop dead 
the development of such mass buy¬ 
ing of medical service, an experi¬ 
ment in the large effort to pro¬ 
vide adequate medical care for the 
poor. But it would also prevent 
the rich or well-to-do patient from 
buying first-class service for the 
same amount that he spends for 
cigarets by joining a health group 
on a common footing with the 
poor. 

Doctors Alarmed 

The plan obviously has points 
which the doctors may view with 
honest alarm, and those who prac¬ 
tice in Washington have particu¬ 
lar reason to do so. The naval hos¬ 
pital in Washington, by distortion 
of an act of congress, intended 
only to provide emergency hang¬ 
over service for members of the 
two houses, is now deemed to be 
open to all members of congress 
and all members of the cabinet, all 
of whom should be able to pay 
first-class civilian rates for their 
rooms and medical and surgical 
care in non-service hospitals. The 
act merely said that there would be 
a naval doctor in attendance on the 
congress. 

Radical opinion instinctively but 
rather thoughtlessly leaped to the 
attack on the medical association 
and has thereby indorsed in prin¬ 
ciple the very arguments that are 
used against certain practices of 
labor unions. 

Labor unions use the same co¬ 
ercive process as the doctors in en¬ 
forcing unity among their mem¬ 
bers. They condemn men to un¬ 
employment, even on some gov¬ 
ernment projects, who for any rea¬ 
son, including personal persecu¬ 
tion, do not have union cards. Like 
the doctors, they resist efforts to 
reduce their pay per unit in favor 
of a steady annual income. 

They reserve the right to expel 
men from union membership on 
grounds which have nothing to do 
with their ability as workmen, and 
they habitually operate in restraint 
of trade by declaring boycotts 
against plants, and even whole in¬ 
dustries and geographical areas. 


Harbor Developments 

California has been literally missing the boat by not 
developing its coast harbors. A recent project of great 
importance is the Morro Bay development, which did not 
get attention from United States engineers until the au¬ 
thorities of seven mid-state counties gave it enthusiastic 
endorsement. It is intended to provide safety, recreation, 
give security to pleasure craft, increase values of adjacent 
land, attract tourists, and give rest and comfort to 
thousands. 

The recent records released by Harbor Master Bou- 
chey, of Newport Beach, is a point at hand proving that 
the Morro Bay Harbor project is wise and tenable. Our 
coast line, possessing such great possibilities, is just com¬ 
ing into its own. As California increases its pleasure and 
recreational points, so will it increase its population. We 
have what is sought in the way of climate and scenic en- 
trancement. It is wise for all coast sections to inventory 
their resources and prosecute with unrelenting vigor their 
development. 

Orange county fought for more than a quarter of a 
centurj' its objective toward the development of Newport 
harbor. What it is today is evidence that it was well worth 
the fight.

SNEEZE PROVOKER 

Sneezes are rolling over the 
land again, like a barrage over a 
battlefield. The opening of the 
ragweed flowers is the signal for 
the climax of the hayfever seascin, 
which has been working up to its 
present high point since the pollens 
of narrow-leaved plantain, oak, 
and various grasses began flying 
in spring and early summer. These 
are sneeze-provokers, but do not 
cause a fraction of the nose-misery 
that ragweed pollen causes. 

Very few people ever see a rag¬ 
weed flower. They’re there, all 
right, billions of ’em, but because 
they do not have showy petals we 
don’t notice them. Instead, we see 
the bright blossoms of the golden- 
rod anti blame that innocent flower 
for our troubles, although botanists 
and physicians agree that it is 
practically impossible for golden- 
rod to cause hayfever because its 
pollen is scanty, sticky, and heavy 
—quite unsuited for floating about 
in the air and getting up peo¬ 
ple’s noses. 

Ragweed pollen, like the pol¬ 
lens of all plants that really fig¬ 
ure as hayfever causes, is abund¬ 
ant, light, dry and adapted to be¬ 
ing borne by the wind. That is 
the only -way it has of getting from 
the male to the female flowers. 
The hayfever weeds generally, as 
well as many plants not in the 
guilty class, depend on the wind 
and not on insects to carry their 
oollen for them. That is why bright 
netals and other in.sect-attracting 
devices are unnecessary to them.

Also it has 
caused Fiorello LaGuardia to fa¬ 
vor Democratic Congres.sman Jim 
Mead of Buffalo for the governor¬ 
ship despite the labor party-repub¬ 
lican hook-up. 

Wrong Horse I.aGuardia 

One of the funniest things about 
the tangled New York political me¬ 
lee is the way Fiorello makes sec¬ 
ret faces at the mention of Dewey’s 
name. Not everybody remembers 
it, but it was LaGuardia who made 
Dewey politically by persuading 
him to join his coalition ticket. 

Dewey didn't want to run, was 
afraid he would be licked, required 
a lot of coaxing from the “Little 
Flower.” Rut now that LaGuardia 
has succeeded, he privately chalks 
it down as a bone-head play.

I and today’s winner of this prize 
is Thomas A. Dewey, racket- 
busting district attorney of New 
York county). 

NEW YORK—Thomas E. Dewey, 
the young man who came to Man¬ 
hattan to be an opera singer and 
stayed to chase out crime, prob¬ 
ably has greater political poten¬ 
tialities than any other youngster 
in the United States. 

He is about to drive a gigantic 
spike into the coffin of Tammany 
Hall. He has New York democrats 
more worried than at any time in 
years. He probably can be gover¬ 
nor of New York, and if this takes 
place, he is not a bad bet as re¬ 
publican nominee for the White 
ilouse in 1940. 

Tom Dewey is now on the crest 
of the wave, but waves in New 
York are just as unsteady as out 
beyond the harbor, and unless his 
popularity is taken at full tide, 
young Tom may get caught in the 
undertow. 

For Dewey has fought crime with 
crime. In one case he imprisoned 
over 100 witnesses, denying them 
the right to consult counsel. He 
also has denied the right of de¬ 
fense counsel to talk with witness¬ 
es, even in his presence. And his 
latest tactic of letting Dixie Davis 
out of jail in order to visit his 
Broadway sweetheart brought a 
reprimand from the bench, and 
would have brought storms of pro¬ 
test against a less popular man than 
Tom Dewey. 

Young Tom, however, has most 
of the judges in New York afraid 
of him. He can almost wrap them 
around his little linger. 

Politics and Crime 
The one exception is Judge Fer¬ 
dinand Pecora, former senate in¬ 
vestigator into the banking scan¬ 
dals. Pecora, one of the fairest 
judges in New York, obviously has 
been irked at the political flavor 
which Dewey has injected into the 
Jimmy Hines case. 

Charged by Dewey with con¬ 
spiracy to operate a lottery, Hines 
is one of the key figures in Tam¬ 
many, and his conviction would 
come near to bringing the collapse 
of the Wigwam. Obviously Tom 
Dewey is not unaware of that fact. 
Obviously, also, Dewey is not un¬ 
aware that Hines has been a 
staunch and effective supporter of 
Roosevelt, is reported to have con¬ 
tributed heavily to New Deal cam¬ 
paign funds. 

The Hines connection comes 
about through New York Supreme 
Court Judge Sam Rosenman, orig¬ 
inal member of Roosevelt’s brain 
trust, and before that known as 
Jimmy Hines’ young legal protege. 

Too Political? 

So Dewey, a staunch republican, 
has got a big political kick out of 
the Hines trial, and at one time 
Judge Pecora thought he was get¬ 
ting too political. This was when 
Dewey asked Pecora for a bench 
warrant for Hines’ arrest. Pecora 
declined, said that to issue a bench 
warrant without a grand jury in¬ 
vestigation first was highly unus¬ 
ual. 

So Dewey telephoned Judge 
Philip McCook, a republican and 
father of one of Dewey’s young in¬ 
vestigators. McCook consented to 
return to New York on the excuse 
that a relative was sick, signed the 
bench warrant, and Jimmy Hines 
was arrested before he had any 
inkling of what it was all about. 

Another political angle to the 
Jimmy Hines prosecution is the 
fact that Charles Grimes, Dewey’s 
aide in charge of the case, is a dis- 
gnmtled ex-New Dealer who re¬ 
signed from the Roosevelt admin-

The New Technique 

Even though official information as to what each side 
is doing in the Russo-Japanese “incident” is so sketchy as 
to be valueless, the roars from both sides concerning the 
belligerence and evil purposes of the opposition are tor¬ 
rential.

Whatever the underlying cause—and none can sift 
them to the facts at this time—^the methods in use are 
“the new technique.”
